Folk Lore of London 
The Present Day Belief in Charms 
and Amulets Is Astounding 


Investigating folk-lore, legends, 
customs and superstitions, and col- 
lecting visible evidence of the same, 
has been the special hobby of Mr, 
Edward Lovett for many years, The 
results of his travels and inquiries in 
London alone may now be seen in 
one of the strangest exhibitions ever 
|Drought together , illustrating the 
folk-lore of London, 

The extent of present-day belief in 
charms and amulets is astonishing. 
How many Londoners, for instance, 
know what a “witch ball” is? Yet, 
jaccording to Mr. Lovett, witch balls 


are often found hung up in small 
sweet-stuff shops, in South and 
Southwest London, “for luck”; and 


very seldom will their owners part 
jwith them, although many are un- 
!aware of their old meaning. 

These witch balls are made of 
brown colored glass, and are gener- 
ally about the size of a cricket ball. 
They are suspended by means of a 
little metal ring cap. In the old days 
the balls were hung up to drive away 
evil spirits. The same custom is 
recognized in France and Italy; and 
in Constantinople every self-protect- 
ing druggist suspends, in his open 
shop front, glass balls as large as 
bootballs, 

Among other objects to be seen in 
the exhibition are cat-skins, human 
teeth, horseshoes, donkey-shoes, 
“thunderbolts,” acorns, a child’s caul, 
a ship in a bottle, evil-eye Hebrew 
charms, and stones with natural 
holes, 

Cat-skins are worn over the chest 
as a “cure” for rheumatism; teeth in 
little bags round the necks of infants 
are alleged to ease teething; “thun- 
derbolts” protect from lightning, and 
so do necklets of acorns, Acorns are 
also regarded (not by the superstiti- 
ous alone) as a cure for dysentery; 
while stones tied together and slung 
over the head-end of a bed “will most 
assuredly drive away the nightmare” 
—with the aid of a lively imagination 
and a simple diet. '

For Farm Women 


In several counties of England a 
system of short courses for the train- 
ing of women in farm work has been 
adopted, The course takes two weeks, 
and the training consists of whatever 
work may be going on at the time, 
such as weeding corn, hoeing roots, 
milking, dairying generally, hay-mak- 
ing, etc. Students for dairying in- 
struction are required to be at the 
dairy farm at 6 a.m,, but the sched- 
ule for the general day runs like this: 
Rising, 6 a.m.; breakfast, 7 a.m.; as- 
semble for work, 7.45, start’ work, 8; 
dinner, 12 to 1; cease work, 5 p.m.; 
meat tea, 5.45; bed time, 9; lights out, 
9.30, Each student is required to pay 
five shillings per week toward the 
cost of board, lodging and instruction 
and is paid threepence per hour for 
work accomplished, It is stated that 
the wages generally more than cover 
the board and lodging fee.

Word has been received of the 
death of Eben E, Rexford, author of 
the famous song, “Silver Threads 
Among the Gold.” Mr, Rexford, who 
was 68 years old, died in a hospital 
at Green Bay, Wis., after an illness 
of three weeks, The inspiration for 
the song which made him famous 
came from his mother, In her youth 
she had beautiful golden hair, but as 
she became older it turned silver 
white. Rexford told his mother that 
her grey hair was becoming to her be- 
cause she was somewhat sensitive 
about it, and was afraid that she was 
getting prematurely grey. The song 
and the music were written in 1870, 
when Mr, Rexford was 22. Three 
years later it was bought by a mu- 
sic publisher for $50 and Mr, Rexford 
received but $25 as his share, A great 
deal of money was made from the 
song, the first edition of which am- 
ounted to more than one hundred 
thousand copies. “Silver Threads 
Among the Gold” has a warm place 
in the hearts of the people.

Co-Operative Implement 
Societies for England 


Numerous co-operative implement 
societies are being formed in Great 
Britain. Such societies have been in 
operation in Ireland since 1912, but 
in England they are an entirely new 
departure and have been brought into 
being with a view to EM in 
some measure the scarcity of labor. 
The capital of each society is usually 
around a thousand pounds, or $5,000, 
divided into one pound shares, Five 
per cent. is paid up and a bank called 
upon for an overdraft to the extent 
of the uncalled capital.

Canada Might Corner 
The Cattle Trade 


John Bright, Livestock Commission- 
er, Says Europe Must Look to 
This Continent. 


“Get Canada all set to jump in and 
corner the cattle trade at the end of 
the war by bolstering the farmer fin- 
ancially now, that he may have an 
adequate stock of cattle on hand and 
be ready to stand up to big demands.” 

This was the advice of John 
Bright, livestock commissioner to 
the Dominions royal commission, at 
Ottawa. 

“With the war exterminating Eur- 
opean. cattle,” he said, “the whole 
world must look to this continent 
for its supply in the years to come, 
There is no reason why Canada can- 
jnot be prepared to get the big part 
of the trade if she is ready, and to 
this end we recommend that the 
following measures be taken: 

“We want an adequate intelligence 
system, which will collect data on 
the condition and quality of cattle 
as well as the number and forecast 
of the market conditions, so that 
the farmer may have ready the cattle 
that will be demanded at a certain 
time and so have a greater share of 


profit. ‘ 
“This system should also provide 
by correspondence, figures on the 


conditions of the cattle industry in 
the United States, Argentina and 
Australia, so that the home markets 
may be prepared to cope with their 
| competitors, 

“We would have field officers ap- 
pointed to assist farmers, and a tech- 
nically trained man to represent the 
Canadian cattle trade in Great Brit- 
ain, to assist in organizing the export 
trade, which will involve millions of 
Canadian money. 

“Another most necessary aid is 
the establishment of an annual cen- 
sus on the number and condition of 
cattle in the Dominion, 

“We want the co-operative action 


of the farmers in selling cattle en-| 


couraged as it has been in wool and 
eggs. 

“Eggs worth $250,000 were handled 
by co-operative action last year, and 
between two and three million pounds 
of wool. The sale of wool in this 
manner has led to an improved pro- 
duct and greater profits to the far- 
mer, 

“Finally we want sale by grade and 
government supervision of the stock 
yards, and controlled operation of exs 
changes and the commission men, 

“The government is now at work 
replenishing the supply of female 
cattle for breeding and feeding. Far 
too many have been slaughtered, and 
to increase production the govern- 
ment has sent out men to interest 
the farmer in buying up the female 
cattle offered for sale and returning 
them to the West. It has even gone 
as far as paying the personal ex- 
penses of the farmers to the cattle 
market who will come for this pur- 
pose. 

“In the past two weeks between 
1,000 and 1,200 cows have been re- 
turned to the West. 

“Last spring the banks of the West 
were empowered to make loans and 
take chattel mortgages on cattle, and 
so the relations between the banks 
and the farmers are now quite satis- 
factory.”

FINAL DRAMA IN TITANIC STRUGGL 
WILL HOLD WORLD SPELLBOUND 


THE ENEMY’S FOOL’S PARADISE IS SHATTERED 


Germany Still Cannot Give Up the Idea That Its Vast Military 
System Must Somehow Prove Invincible, No Matter 
What Forces It Has Challenged 
9 ee 


John L, Garvin, editor of the Lon- 
don Observer, writes: The battle of 
the Titans has been joined, .The final 
drama is opened and it will hold the 
world spellbound through act on act 
before the denouement comes near. 

As I transmit this at one of the 
most exciting moments of the whole 
war, known events are big and 
strange enough to satisfy any appe- 
tite for sensation, if such a thing re- 
mains anywhere in this solemn time. 
But in addition to the facts the air 
is wild with report, Once again we 
are told reality in the Balkans will 
beggar the invention of playwrights 
and novelists, who seck their themes 
in imaginary kings, courts and politi- 
cal conspiracies. 

The fact above all others is that 
Germany has awakened to realities at 
last. Rumania’s blow shattered a 
fool’s paradise, It is the fight for life 
on the part of two empires, and chief- 
ly on the part of this formidable peo- 
ple which has, no doubt, made every 
error into which pride and vanity 
could lead a nation, but still cannot 
give up the desperate idea that its 
vast military system must somehow 

rove invincible, no matter what 

orces it has challenged. 

We Allies, who have believed in 
taking a cool measure of the enemy, 
are under no deception, If we were, 


‘we should be unworthy to win. We 


would rather magnify our task than 
under-estimate it. 

Germany’s fight for life must nec- 
essarily be a large business. More 
than 18 months ago, when seeking to 
arouse my own country to the size 
of her undertaking, I ventured to say, 
and to repeat often afterward, that 
Germany was no more deceived about 
the issue of the war than was Bri- 
tain about the cost, and that there 
would be a fight to stagger human- 
ity before Germany went down. 

Since the spring of last year that 
estimate has proved to be an accur- 
ate forecast. Britain knows the cost 
now — knows it better and faces it 
more grimly than the outer world 
even yet supposes. Germany does not 
yet admit the issue. She cannot af- 
ford to admit it. She is absolutely 
bound to deny that she is going to 
be beaten until she is beaten. But 
by her efforts and those of her op- 
ponents humanity has already been 
considerably staggered and is quite 
certain to be staggered more and 
still more by the end of this year’s 
campaign and the crisis of the ‘next. 

One extraordinarily moral admis- 
sion, however, has been already 
wrung from the enemy. Hindenburg’s 
appointment . meant several things, 
but was in the first case an open pro- 
clamation that the war of conquest 
has become the fight for life. All the 
elaborate calculations on which Ger- 
many, of the Hohenzollerns, was self- 
lured into the struggle have broken 
down and the men who made them 
are disappearing. i 

The Hohenzollerns think of their 
house first. That has always been 
their tradition, Whatever the kaiser’s 
belated step may do for his country, 
it is a shrewd stroke in the interests 
of the dynasty. The emperor, who 
got rid of Bismarck, would never un- 
til now permit any subject to over- 
shadow himself. Why does he seem 
at the eleventh hour to acquire more 
humility? The subject now placed at 
the head of affairs as the military 
dictator and real national leader of 
Germany is summoned to a thankless 
task. If he succeeds lustre will be re- 
flected on the dynasty itself as in the 
old way, when Bismarck and Moltke 
were ah great managing agents of 
the crown. 

But if Hindenburg fails, the whole 
weight of the blame is less likely to 
fall on William II. No one who is at 
all acquainted with the importance of 
dynastic politics in Berlin and Vienna 
will think this suggestion far fetched. 
Apart from all this, the kaiser has 
every- reason for self-distrust, and 
whatever else may be said about Hin- 
denburg, he knows his mind. 

There has been, indeed, a series of 

hastly blunders, showing what I 
fave previously described as the blind 
side of German efficiency. Bismarck 
thought that the kaiser’s temperament 
would be his:doom and his country’s 
—that it would be imbecile and fatal 
policy to challenge Britain and Russia 
together as well as France. 

Germany threw away the last of 
her big chances by the catastrophic 
adventure against Verdun, while Rus- 
sia was given time to raise her new 

ower to a maximum in the way that 

rought in Rumania. There is not a 
soul in the central empires who does 
not now realize that the attempted in- 
vasion of Italy through the Trentino 
was a mistake as gricvious as any, 
and the worst because prompted by 
the infatuated under-estimate of Rus- 
sia which Falkenhayn seems to have 
shared with the Austrian, Conrad von 
Hoetzendorf.

Russia’s Arctic Port 


New Port of Murman Gives Russia 
a Great Advantage 


One of the great difficulties of the 
Allies in the past has been to secure 
for Russia ample supplies of muni- 
tions. Only two ports were avail- 
able for the importation of supplies. 
One of these, Archangel, is not only 
remote from the battlefront, but in 
addition is closed by ice during the 
winter, The other, Vladivostok, 
while usually ice-free, is a long dis- 
tance from the 
on the eastern 


front. The activit 
front, coupled with 
reports of the presence of German 
submarines in’ the Arctic region, 
shows that the enemy is alive to the 
tremendous advantages that Russia’s 
new open port confers on Brusiloft’s 
advancing armies, 

Russia now possesses in the port of 
Murman, on the Arctic Ocean, an ice- 
free harbor between the White Sea 
and the North Cape which will solve 
her most formidable problem: — the 
equipment of her new armies and the 
continual flow of supplies from for- 
eign workshops. Owing to the mod- 
erating influence of the Gulf Stream, 
which is not felt at Archangel, the 
port of Murman, situated on the nor- 
thern coast of the Kola Peninsula, is 
never closed by ice. Wooden quays 
to accommodate three large steam- 
ers have been erected, and the well- 
sheltered harbor affords anchorage 
for forty large vessels, The railway 
linking Murman to Petrograd is nine 
hundred miles Jong, as compared 
with a haulage of six thousand miles 
on the Trans-Siberian Railway con- 
necting Petrograd and Vladivostok. 
The building of the Murman railway 
has been one of the notable achieye- 
ments of the war. The difficulties en- 
countered were very great. Much of 
the region through which the railway 
runs is practically uninhabited. There 
were no roads for the conveyance of 
materials and workmen, and in some 
places the survey led through heavy 
granite deposits and primeval for- 
| ests. Great tracts of bog also added 
to the problems of construction. 
: hundreds of miles the track is 
| 


laid on piles, Already the line is vir- 
tually completed for the conveyance 
of munitions, and before the end of 
the year it will be,open for general 
traffic, 

Although the value of Murman port 
for war purposes cannot be overrated, 
its chief importance to Russia will be 
realized only when peace returns and 
the Empire of the Czar turns to ths 
more profitable pursuit of a world- 
wide trade.—Toronto Globe,

Thiepva) a Region of Subterranean 
Passages 


Thiepval, fortified by the Germans 
like a veritable Metz, now in British 
hands, has been the subject of many 
reports and not a few legends since 
the war began. It has been described 
as the location of many secret gun 
emplacements, erected before the war 
began, underneath farms and semi- 
mansions, 

The owner of one chateau. was 
alleged to have German blood in his 
veins, and: to have transformed his 
property before the war into a for- 
tress with hundreds of tons of ce- 
ment, gun platforms, and subterran- 
ean passages and depots holding huge 
stocks of shells, 

Krupp was mixed up in these stor- 
ies, which were seasoned with the 
inevitable mysterious automobiles 
and night meetings in the park. It 
is almost unnecessary to say that all 
these reports are mere product of ex- 
cited imagination without a shadow 
of foundation, 

The chateau, built in 1725, belonged 
to a well-known family of the district, 
the de Breda. In 1912 Comte Jacques 
de Breda sold the place to a Paris 
engineer, M. Henri Portier, of the 
Ecole Centrale, officer of the Legion 
of Honor, and a retired, officer of the 
French army. 

M. Portier had a good many alter- 
ations made in his new property — 
only French workmen from Paris 
were employed—and it was not untill 
June, 1914, that he and his family 
took up their residence in the Cha- 
teau de Thiepval, from which they 
escaped on August 27, 1914, at 5 
o’clock in the morning, just as the 
Uhlans entered the village. 

It seems, however, that a German 
general who came to inspect the cha- 
teau immediately afterwards express- 
ed his surprise at the limited extent 


of cellars, and insisted that there 
must be others. 
A writer in the “Gaulois,” who 


says he knows very thoroughly the 
whole region of the Somme, explains 
that local legends refer to the exist- 
ence in former times of great extents 
of subterranean passages in the 
region of Thiepval. 

According to the legend, these sub- 
terranean passages, which led from 
the ruins of an old feudal castle to the 
marshes of Beaucourt, were blocked 
up two or three centuries ago in or- 
der to prevent the village children 
from losing themselves in the laby- 
rinths, 

It seems not impossible that some 
such passages still exist beneath the 
chateau and park, and that the Ger- 
mans knew of them. 

What is beyond question, however, 
is that in the whole region, from 
Doullens to Bray, Combles and AlI- 
bert, traces can be found of immense 
caves and fissures hewn in the chalk 
by prehistoric rivers, whose courses 
can still be traced by geologists, 


General Brusiloff 


Whimsical Stories Regarding 
Celebrated Russian General 


An achievement so brilliant as that 
of General Brusiloff, like a sudden 
splendor of dawn from the midst of 
darkness, inevitably arouses an eager 
desire to know something of him; 
and, in the absence of knowledge, 
gives birth to all kinds of fancies and 
imaginings. One of the best news- 
papers in New York printed a day 
or two after the beginning “of his 
great offensive, a charming and whim- 
sical article, alleging that about the 
unknown personality of the Russian 
General were already gathering all 
the stories of military prowess that 
had served for Alexander, for Caesar, 
for Napoleon; he was fast becoming 
a Solar Myth, 

And we have had since then a curi- 
ously detailed story that Brusiloff is 
only a nom de guerre; that the victor 
on the eastern battle line is really the 
ill-starred Sir Hector Macdonald re- 
divivus, come back to repeat the 
triumph of Omdurman. And, in pass- 
ing, one may note that this legend of 
a miraculous return wreathes itself 
about every dominant personality, not 
only the spiritual heroes like Guat- 
ama and Zoroaster, but the men cf 
war, like Friedrich Barbarossa, asleep 
in the Kyffhauser, Shivaji of the Mah- 
ratta hills, and now, for the second 
time, about the fine soldier who for- 
feited the renown won in the Sudan, 
So insistent is the sense of immor- 
tality aroused by genius and power. 

On one of the country roads just 
{outside Lublin, a little chap, a genu- 
ine little Pole, came trotting along 
the road on an old nag. The boy’s 
knees were pulled up almost to his 
chin, General Brusiloff, standing in 
the middle of the road, cried “Halt!” 
as though the boy had been a squad- 
ron of dragoons. The terrified young- 
ster pulled up short, Then the corps 
commander stepped to the side of the 
old horse and lengthened first one 
stirrup-leather and then the other, 
and put the boy’s feet back into the 
stirrups. Then, starting him once 
more on his way, he commented 
whimsically: “They would quote that 
as an instance of the Russian oppres- 
sion of the Poles!” It was, by the 
way, one of his griefs that all his ef- 
forts had won almost no cordial res- 
ponse from the Poles of Lublin; they 
remained icily aloof, in spite of his 
kindliest overtures. — Charles John- 
ston, in The Atlantic,

Boy Scout Notes 


The Gallant Scout Who Became a 
National Hero 


The Boy Scout movement in Mon- 
treal has enlisted the sympathy of the 
Protestant School Commission. Not 
only have the members of the Com- 
mission spoken in highest terms of 
the movement, but at a recent meet- 
ing the Board decided to give the 
officers of the Boy Scouts’ Associa- 
tion the use of one of the schools, 
and also to co-operate with them in 
the matter of equipment. 

The chairman of the School Com- 
mission, Dr. Herbert Symonds, finds 
in the Boy Scout movement a sug- 

estion of the greatest possible value 
or a basis on which to build a na- 
tional service system in Canada after 
the war. Dr, Symonds has explained 
that his idea was not that this would 
be valuable in enabling Canadians at 
some future time to overcome some 
other country, or even simply to de- 
fend their own country, but that it 
would help to build up from within 
the spirit of discipline and the spirit 
of service, and an idea of order and 
helpfulness. People must be trained 
to discipline, not only to earn their 
own living, but to be of service to 
others, and the Boy Scout movement 
is the best means to that end at pre- 
sent. ; 

When Jack Cornwell, V.C., one of 
the heroes of the Jutland fight, paid 
the supreme sacrifice, England lost 
one of its finest Boy Scouts. One of 
the stories his mother tells of him is 
that when he went away for his last 
leave he said: “When I come back 
again I’ll have something on my arm, 
even if it’s only a gun shot wound.” 
She added: “He did so want to get 


on.” 
It was Cornwell who, although 
mortally wounded, stayed at his post 


all through the action of the Chester 
because he thought he might be want- 
ed, This is characteristic of the at- 
titude of the average Boy Scout. His 
high idea of service and duty, gained 
through his connection with the Boy 
Scout movement leads him to do great 
things, The genesis of what may be 
called the Cornwell cult, now firmly 
established and blossoming into all 
sorts of memorials, local and nation- 
al, was three or four sentences in Ad- 
miral Jellicoe’s report, the most hu- 
man in that thorny document, They 
told how the boy stood by his post 
throughout the fierce battle, although 
he had been previously mortally 
wounded, Before the dispatch came 
out, Cornwell had been_ brought 
home, his death quite unknown to 
anyone outside a few East Ham 
streets, and his body was obscurely 
buried in a poor grave. Then came 
fame with a rush. Committees got to 
work, the Admiralty took action, and 
the body was exhumed and reburied, 
and followed to the grave by one of 
the most extraordinary funeral pro- 
cessions ever seen in London, No 
famous field marshall ever had such 
a concourse on a day of public fun- 
eral, or one which so blended local 
pride with national enthusiasm, and 
no great man in English history is 
more sure of English immortality. 

A letter recently published in the 
Kansas City times, written by an old 
veteran, and having reference to ser- 
vices rendered by Boy Scouts at a re- 
cent rally of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, shows very clearly that the 
“good turns” rendered by the Scouts 
were done rather with the idea of 
helping the veterans than of being 
noticed by outsiders. This is the very 
spirit which is manifest with good 
Scouts in every part of the globe. 
The old veteran wrote: “I believe 
they have somewhere special crowns 
of glory laid up for the Boy Scouts. 
I never in all my life saw such fine 
lads as those who have looked after 
us old soldiers in Kansas City. I 
never had any boys‘of my own, and 
when one of the Scouts met me at the 
train the other day, took my teles- 
cope grip, put his arm through mine 
and helped me upstairs, well its no 
wonder that there were big tears 
crawling down my cheeks, I was 
thinking that my own son or my 
grandson might have treated me that 
way.” 


Trans-Country Highway 


Would Furnish Work for Many Re- 
turned Soldiers at Low Cost 


The members of the Canadian Aut- 
omobile Association had a conference 
recently with Hon, Robert Rogers, 
Minister of Public Works, on the 
building of a transcontinental high- 
way from coast to coast. L. B. How- 
land, president of the Canadian Auto- 
mobile Association, Toronto, and A. 


L. Caron, Montreal, president of the! 


Automobile Club of Canada, urged 
upon Mr, Rogers the necessity for 
construction of such a road, 

Mr, Rogers replied that the plan 
had his entire sympathy. He said 
that not only would the construction 
of a road be a good thing for the 
country, but it was a national neces- 
sity. To his mind it was the one 
outstanding undertaking to take up 
after the war, It would be the 
means of providing work for many 
who came back from the war and 
wished for some outdoor occupation. 
It would also be the means of en- 
abling the government to hold out 


prospects of work to immigrants. 
He would, he said, support the 
transcontinental highway with al 


his power, both in parliament and 
before the people. He did not think 
the construction of the road would 
necessarily be expensive, He said 
it would go through the north 
country to Winnipeg and for a good 
part of the way could follow the rail- 
road tracks, 

Afterwards the delegation went to 
see Dr. Coulter, Deputy Postmaster- 
General, They asked him to do some- 
thing in connection with the danger- 
ous way rural mail boxes are placed 
on the highways, Dr, Coulter prom- 
ised to look into the complaint.

More German Kultur 


Liege University Is Being Used as 
War Stables 


One would have imagined that in 
the very fitness of things the army 
in occupation of Belgium would have 
drawn a line against using classical 
buildings like the University of Liege 
for any other than scholarly pur- 
poses, 

But the fact is that the German 
general in command of that division 
considers the kultur of the Belgian 
on a level with a horse stable, and 
the wonderful collection of books that 
formed the feature of that centre of 
learning may be, and probably is, 
used up as fuel, No one is allowed 
to enter, and the knowledge of the 
desecration of the buildings has been 
obtained through the internment in 
German camps of two great and good 
men, professors of the university, An 
eye-witness of the German depreda- 
tions declares: “In the laboratory of 
anatomy we had once 200 soldiers 
of the 57th Regiment under Major 
Wunderlich, who transformed our 
building with an incredible mass of 
filth, These men were drunk all the 
time, leaving after two days some 1,- 
200 to 1,300 wine bottles (all empty 
of course), and these were the men, 
by the way, who during the terrible 
night of the 20th-2lst August, 1914, 
burned the whole Rue de Pitteurs and 
part of the Quai des Percheurs, 

Some months later, in January, 
1915, our hospital was taken by the 
Germans, members of the staff being 
brutally dismissed, 

“So the men were no more respect: 
ed than our buildings, as is further 
shown by the story of what happened 
to my colleagues, Professor Leon 
Fredericq, the world-known physiolo- 

ist, a brother of the Ghent historian, 

redericq’s youngest son, a military 
surgeon in the Belgian Army, was 
taken prisoner by the Germans into 
Liege, and somehow managed to es- 
cape. The Germans then took his 
father and sent him to gaol, leaving 
him, a man of 63 years old, for 36 
hours’ without food. Incredible 
though it sounds, General Kolewe, 
the German Commander of Liege at 
that time, admitted that Fredericq 
was not responsible in amy way for 
his son’s evasion. After three days 


they released him, but took his other 


son instead and kept him for ten 
days more in the Fort de la Chart- 
reuse, 

This whole absolutely authentic 
story may seem perfectly grotesque 
yet at the same time it_is perfectly 
characteristic of the German mili- 
tary spirit. I tell it here as I am try- 
ing to interest the American public 
in the fate of Pirenne and Fredericq 
to show that the non-Fremdenblatt 
version of the arrest of these men is 
perfectly plausible, as the above- 
mentioned facts make it clear and 
because anything can be _ expected 
from the crazy arrogance of the Ger- 
man soldiers,” 


What Western Canada Is 


Only About Twelve Per Cent. of Its 
Arable Land Under Culti- 
vation 


“Western Canada,” in the sense 
that the term is generally used, com- 
prises the three prairie provinces of 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 
The area of each province is roughly 
250,000 square miles, The total area, 
756,000 square miles, is six times the 
size of the British Isles and nearly 
four times the size of either France 
or Germany. It is five times the size 
of the state of California, fourteen 
times that of the state of Illinois, six- 
teen times that of the state of New 
York, and ninety times that of the 
state of Massachusetts, 

These three provinces comprise a 
land area of 483,000,000 acres. At 
least 200,000,000 acres are good farm- 
ing land that can be put under crop, 
but less than 25,000,000 acres are ac- 
tually cultivated at the present time 
—that is to say, only about twelve 
per cent, of what is known to, be good 
is at present utilized, All the remain- 
der is fine arable land that awaits set- 
tlers, 

The population of these three pro- 
vinces is about one million and three- 
quarters, 


Alberta Has Large 
Coal Deposits 


Coal Mining Industry an Important 
Factor in the West 


Probably sixty per cent. of the 
coal deposits in the Dominion of 
Canada are to be found in the pro- 
vince of Alberta, Alberta has coal 
in every, part from the international 
boundary north to Lake Athabasca, 

Government figures for 1913 (the 
\latest compiled) showed that Alberta 
lcame second among the provinces 
for actual production—the total pro- 
duction being 4,144,377 tons, valued 
at the mine head at $9,462,836, This 
was considerably more than one- 
third the combined production of the 
remaining eight provinces of Canada, 

Why a larger tonnage is not pro- 
duced is because of labor scarcity 
and of comparative smallness of 
markets. To haul coal long distances 
is expensive, and at the present prac- 
tically all the output is used in the 
West. As the population of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan grows, one of the 
industries that will progress quickly 
will be coal mining. 

The actual deposits of coal in Al- 
berta and in Eastern British Colum- 
bia, chiefly in the foothills of the 
| Rocky, Mountains, have been estimat- 
‘ed at from 50 to 90 billion tons,

At the present time most of the 
Canadian provinces provide instruc- 
tion in elementary agriculture for 
pupils who attend the public schools, 
The teachers—for the most part girls 
— are given a month’s training in 
some institution, and are then gradu- 
ated as instructors of the subject. 
The course usually covers botany, 
entomology, gardening, animal hus- 
bandry, field husbandry and nature 
study. A nicely engraved certificate 
is given at the end of the course and 
the teacher goes home filled with the 
happy dignity of having broadened 
her sphere of work. 

These teachers cannot teach agri- 
culture, cannot even make a bluff 
at it. The farmer knows this, What 
would happen if he went to ask the 
local school teacher who instructs 
his children in “agriculture” for in- 
formation regarding crop rotation 
for a certain piece of land on his 
farm? She would probably turn to 
her note book and read him some- 
thing taken down from a professor's 
lecture. He would grin if he were 
good natured, if not he would say 
something, 

Can you think of another subject 
on the curriculum of any institution 
in which you would care to have your 
child instructed by a teacher of simi- 
lar training? I think not. 

In Canada we have not made agri- 
culture a high school subject. We 
attempt to teach the very elements 
of the science, that is all, Should 
the boy want further instruction he 


must go to college. All farmers’ 
sons cannot do this. The _ conse- 
quence is that serious agricultural 


education has not yet touched the 
masses of the farming communities, 
except through agricultural journal- 
ism and societies formed among the 
farmers themselves. 

, In the United States more is be- 
ing done. In the Duluth, Minn., high 
school practical work of a decidedly 
“secondary” nature has been under- 
taken. In 1914 the school board vot- 
ed $150 for the purchase of a cream- 
ery outfit such as could be recom- 
mended for a farmer with ten cows. 
The equipment, all hand-power mod- 
els, consists of cream separator, 
combined churn and butter worker, 
butter printer, ice box, Babcock 
tester, acidity test outfit, salting out- 
fit, moisture test scale, butter print 
scale, cream scale, cream cans and 
minor utensils, 

The agricultural department, then 
in its second year only, was already 
one of thésmost active divisions of 
Central igh school, and the new 
equipment was received with stich 
interest and enthusiasm that in the 
1914-1915 school year the embrye 
farmers made a total] of 2,890 pounds 
of the best creamery butter in 170 
churnings, 

The Student Creamery Company 
of the high school is an organization 
among the boys of the agricultural 
department similar on a small scale 
to the most approved type of farm- 
ers’ co-operative creameries, for the 
purpose of obtaining both the man- 
ufacturing and the business experi- 
ence of creamery practice. The stu- 
dent members produce the cream 
and milk by purchase, and sell to 
their creamery, profits from which 
they share in proportion to their re 
spective patronage. 

Agriculture advanced enough to 
be of practical benefit, cannot be 
taught apart from the farm. Wh 
should there not be a school farm 
Farming could then be studied as a 
science, es an art and as a business. 
The cost would not be great, for 
farming is a profitable employment 
and the school farm must not only 
run itself but must also pay divi- 
dends on money invested. 

Of course there would be many 
details to arrange, much prejudice 
to overcome, in fact much hard 
work, for the agricultural educatioe- 
alist who would undertake the work 

Elementary education should be 
supplemented by secondary educa- 
tion. The high school graduate of 
the future, if he is to spend his life 
on the farm, should be able to turn 
to account knowledge obtained at 
school. This cannot be done as our 
courses of study now exist. Theory 
should give place to practice.

| English Farm Labor 
And the War 


320,000 Have Left the Land for the 
Colors 


The Journal of Agriculture (Eng.) 
in a discussion on the English agri- 
cultural labor problem says it is esti- 
mated that 320,000 men have left 
the land in the United Kingdom since 
the beginning of the war, and to this 
figure will have to be added the num- 
ber leaving between now and the end 
of the war; the number who will not 
go back to the land is estimated at 
twenty-five per cent. of the enlist- 
ments, or at least 80,000, 


From examination of the means to} 


be adopted to meet this serious short- 
age, the committee which has inquir- 
ed into the matter are forced to the 
conclusion that unless the agricultu- 
ral production and population are to 
be further reduced, a considerable 
number of ex-service men who were 
not employed in farm work on the 
outbreak of the war will have to be 
brought into English agriculture, 

Referring to the possibility of the 
ex-service man settling in the Domin- 
ions, or in foreign countries, the com- 
mittee think a great deal might be 
done, not only to bring home to him 
the comparative advantages of life in 
a more settled country, but to im- 
prove the conditions that have hither- 
to prevailed. 

As a means of improving conditicens 
it is suggested that small allotments 
of land be made near towns so that 
artisans engaged in industrial em- 
| ployment in those towns may provide 
fat least a portion of their food sup- 
|ply in their spare time. It is further 
suggested, with a view to givihg an 
added stimulus to 
that duties be placed on agricultural 
| produce imported, which will be sut- 
ficient to give the protection that is 
necessary to the farmer, 

It is evidently the intention of 
{those behind what is proposed to 
j|keep at home the prospective farm 
|laborers it was hoped might be at- 
|tracted to this country. It also ap- 
jpears probable, in addition to this, 
Canadian farmers may find, after the 
| war, that the United Kingdom will no 
| longer offer a free market for their 
produce.

pursuit of the sheep-breeding indus- 
try, and climatic conditions seem fa- 
vorable in practically all parts of the 
Dominion, 

One peculiarity of this country is 
its suitability to either fertile or in- 
ferior lands, Much money has been 
made with sheep on farms where no 
other line of farming could possibly 
have been followed, Another pe- 
culiarity is that it may be conducted 
either on a small scale, earning a 
satisfactory income, or on a very 
large scale, building a fortune. The 
single-handed farmer with his tidy 
little flock of high-grade ewes is 
sure of a comfortable income, while 
the rancher with his widely-scattered 
flocks and his hired shepherds may 
be easily on a financial par with the 
railway president, 

To soldiers returning to peaceful 
pursuits in this country, in my opin- 
ion, no single line should prove more 
attractive than sheep-farming. Even 
though previously entirely innocent 


Agriculturally, 


of any knowledge in this connection, 
one really interested can easily and 
quickly get into the business. The 
initial investment is small, the daily 
labor is light, and the sum of work 
for the year much less than with most 
other lines of livestock, Besides, the 
work is of such a character that great 
physical strength or robust health is 
not essential to success, though these 
conditions are usually most necessary 
to farming. 

There is plenty of room, there are 
many farms ready and waiting for 
thousands of small sheep farmers, in 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Que- 
bec, and Ontario, to say nothing of 


the prairie provinces and British 
Columbia. Anyone at all interested 
in making a living in this country, 


with a minimum expenditure in 
capital and labor, cannot afford to 
neglect the possibilities of this most 
attractive industry, for its present 
returns are most satisfactory, and 
even when war prices fall there is 
no reason why it should not continue 
to prosper.—Saskatoon Star.

Value of Savings 


All Bank Branches to Be Used By 
Great Government Scheme 


In carrying out the campaign of 
National Savings for War Purposes 
which he has in view, the Canadian 
Minister of Finance will utilize the 
3,000 or more branches of the char- 
tered banks and the Post Office sav- 
ings branches throughout the Do- 
minion, 

The Minister’s idea is to provide 
facilities whereby individual savings 


jfrom one dollar up may be accumu- 


lated in a special war savings ac- 
count until a certain sum is reached, 
when the privileges will be given the 
depositor of purchasing a War Sav- 
ing certificate of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, which will be most attrac- 
tive as a short-date investment se- 
curity and whose terms will be such 
as to encourage the holder to retain 
it until maturity, 

To work out the details of the pro- 
posal and arrange for the effectual 
co-operation of the banks, the Min- 
ister has asked a committee of the 
Bankers’ Association to confer with 
the Deputy Minister of France, who 


has had the plans of the Minister 
under consideration for some time 
past, 


The carrying out of the campaign 
will involve extensive advertising by 
both the Dominion Government and 
the banks, and in this connection the 
Minister favors a_ steady, persistent, 
rational propaganda, and not one of 
the sensational or whirlwind var- 
iety. 

Upon his return from England he 
will speak throughout the country 
upon the subject and arrange any 
further organization that may be ae- 
cessary to make the scheme a suc- 
cess, 

Apart from the advantage of the 
plan in assisting the war finance of 
the Dominion Government, and inci- 
dentally the Imperial Government, in 
meeting its obligations on orders 
placed in Canada, the national bene- 
fit to be derived from increased sav- 
ings is regarded as apparent to all,

Statistics Prove That Total Abstin- 
ence Is Conducive to Long ~« 
Life 


Dering 1916 there was extensively 
published part of an address by Ar- 
thur Hunter, Actuary of the New 
York Life Insurance Company, which 
in my judgment marks a distinct ad- 
vance in our views on the subject of 
long life and good health. A great 
deal has been written on this subject, 
its relation to heredity, to occupation,

Hunter says that the concensus of 
opinion of medical directors shows 
that the medical directors look with 
disfavor on applications from persons 
who drink freely each day although 
not to the point of intoxication, and 
also on those who have taken alco- 
hol to excess in the past, bufgare now 
temperate, ee ‘ 

He says the experience Yof seven 
|American companies and offe’ Canad- 
jian company is given On abstainers 
}and non-abstainers, from Wi it ap- 
{pears that the mortality as been 
\from 10 to 30 per cent. lower among 
|the abstainers than among the non- 
abstainers. He also shows from ex- 
perience of two large insurance com- 
panics that the mortality among ab- 
stainers was distinctly lower than 
among those called temperate, and 
very much lower than among those 
called “moderate users.” 

Now comes the point to which I at- 
tach so much importance, The cause 
of the low mortality among abstain- 
ers is not due in Mr, Hunter’s judg- 
ment to abstinence from alcohol | 
alone, Other factors, such as abstin- 
ence from tobacco, are involved. It 
requires self-control to be an ab- 
stainer, and the strength of mind 
which has made abstinence a habit! 
may affect other habits, such as eat- 
ing, in which there should be both, 
moderation and discrimination. The 
low mortality among abstainers may 
be said to be due to temperance in| 
all things and total abstinence from 
alcohol. In my judgment that last 
sentence is the most important in 
that very notable address. I have no 
doubt that it will constitute the new 
health slogan for the future. It is the 
experience of medical observers that 
jlack of self-control and discrimina- | 
tion at the table are the cause of 
many diseases which shorten life, 

One difference between man and 
the lower animals is that we are com- 
pelled to use our judgment and self- 
lcontrol if we would make the best of 
life—H. Arnott, M.B., M.C.P.S.

Millions Added to Farmers’ Wealth 
| By Use of Good Seed 


“About 40 million bushels of seed 
is required to plant the annual crop 
of cereals and potatoes in Canada. 
This includes 32,821,000 bushels of 
cereals and 7,179,000 bushels of po- 
tatoes,” says the August issue of 
the Agricultural Gazette of Canada. 
“On the character of this seed the 
value of the crop. largely depends. 
; The secretary of the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association holds the view 
that an increase per acre of five 
bushels of wheat, ten bushels of oats 
and ten bushels of potatoes may reas- 
onably be looked for as a result of 
lusing superior rather than such ord- 
inary seed as many farmers plant. 

“Dr. C, A, Zavitz, professor of field 
|husbandry at the Ontario agricultu- 
ral college, found by repeated trials 
that the yield of grain crops was in- 
creased 19 per cent. by the use of 
large rather than small seed. Al- 
though no specific tests to prove the 
advantage of the use of plump, vig- 
orous seed over that of poor quality 
have been carried out by the Domin- 
ion experimental farms, the Dominion 
Cerealist holds the view that the dif- 
ference in yield wouid average not 
less than ten per cent. This is for 
good and poor seed of the same var- 
iety. There is, moreover, a vast dif- 
ference between varieties. From tests 
carried on by the federal and provin- 
cial governments it is estimated that 
}another ten per cent. advantage may 
be secured by the use of the best 
sorts. That is to say, plump seed of 
one of the few leading varieties will 
|get ten per cent. more crop. than 
|plump seed of such ordinary variet- 
ies as are commonly used, 

“It is surprising that more farm- 
ers do not pay careful attention to 
|the quality and variety of their seed. 
The’ Conservative commission have 
looked carefully into this question. 
In their agricultural survey in 1915, 
out of one hundred average farmers 
in each of four good Ontario coun- 
ties, from eight to forty-seven per 
cent, did not know the nage of any 
variety of grains sown. Only one 
in each of two counties, and two 
men in one county, were found to 
practise a systematic selection of seed 
grain, and but from two to eight per 
cent, of the farmers questioned put 
their seed grain more than_ twice 
through the fanning mill. Surveys 
made in many other parts of Canada 
reveal even less careful work. 

“Considering together the attention 
paid to varieties selected, and the 
preparation of seed with regard to 
quality, it appears reasonable to esti- 
mate that the field crops of Canada 
would be increased at least fifteen per 
cent. if only plump seed of the best 
varieties most suitable to the respec- 
tive localities were planted, The ce- 
real crop of 1915 was estimated to 
have had a value of $558,127,200, and 
the potato crop of $35,964,000.  Fif- 
teen per cent. increase would have re- 
turned the magnificent addition of | 
$89,113,680 from improved seed alone. 
But the use of improved seed also 
tends to improvement in cultural me- 
thods, still further increasing the re- 
turns from the land, 

“As an agent in working towards 
this result, the Seed Fair holds a pro- 
minent place. Initiated by the seed 
branch of the federal department of 
agriculture, operated for a time on a 
co-operative basis, then handed over 
to the provincial departments of agri- 
culture, along with annual financial 
aid, the Seed Fair is rapidly improv- 
ing the agricultural industry,

Artillery Officer Vividly Describes 
Horrors of the War 


Writing from the front, a Canadian 
artillery officer says: 

“The severity. of ‘the fighting 
around here, which continues from 
day to day, is almost past all imag- 
ination. Every new stretch of ground 
over which we advance is a wilder- 
ness, there is not one inch of ground 
not torn up, there is not one brick on 
another in any village. Whatever 
trenches the Huns might have occu- 
pied have entirely disappeared in the 
general scheme of destruction. When 
the infantry advance they improvise 
a cover for themselves by joining up 
the shell holes which are as numerous 
as the holes in wire netting, Bodies 
of dead soldiers, British and German 
lie on the surface, if it can be called 
a surface. We came across old Ger- 
man gun positions at various points. 
Here we find ample traces of the 
deadly work of our artillery in car- 
casses, horses, wreckage, guns and 
quantities of unused German shells, 
We sometimes find .deep dugouts 
which in some mysterious fashion 
have escaped the deluge of shells, If 
one takes a journey down one of 
these, it is to find that where our 
artillery has failed our infantry 
bombers have succeeded. It is no un- 
common thing to find dozens of Ger- 
mans bombed to death before they 
had time to emerge to meet the on- 
coming infantry. These dugouts, 
however, become fewer and fewer 
the more we advance, for the Huns 
have no time or no heart, +o build 
them before they are compelled to re-| 
treat again. Don’t imagine all the 
dead in these parts are Germans, I 
wish to heaven they were. It is good. 
to know this, though we are moving 
in the right direction. The further 
we go the less formidable are the for- 
tifications we have to overcome.”

The Irish Division Has. Done Fine 
War Service, 


Major Wm. Redmond, brother of 
John Redmond, has sent to the Lon- 
don papers an inspiring Ictter on the 
work of the 16th Irish division in 
France, where it has been since De- 
cember,.1915,-. The division was em- 
ployed during the past summer at the 


section of the front where the fight- 
ing was hottest, and played a splen- 
did part in the Sommeé* battle. Red- 
mond, inconcluding wifh an appeal to 
fellow Irishmen to keep up the 
strength of the regiment, says: 

“The behavior of the,battalion has 


been exemplary and both officers 
and men have shown on all occa- 
sions the utmost gallantry and de- 


votion to duty. The number of mil- 
itary honors won by the division is 
over 100 and includes two Russian 
honors, On one occasion the division 
found itself side by side, heading a 
line with the Ulster division, and 
when the men met from time to time 
the best of good feeling and comrade- 
ship was shown as between brother 
Irishmen, 


“Such, in brief, is the record of 
the first two years of the existence 
of the 16th Irish division composed, 
as it is, like other divisions, of men 
the overwhelming majority of whom 
had absolutely no experience of sol- 
diering when they joined from all 
parts of Ireland, 

“It remains to be said that the 
16th division needs reinforcements, 
and at once, It would be a_thou- 
sand pitics, indeed, it will be like a 
betrayal of the heroic dead, if the 
division which has brought so much 
honor to the Irish name ceased to be 


Irish. This must inevitably happen 
unless reinforcements’ come from 
Ireland,”
